Dur­ 
ing a questio n-and-answer sessio n, April 10, 19 54, 
Nix o n to ld the edito rs that the United States 
wo uld hav e to send tro o ps into Indo -China if 
there were no o ther way to prev ent its fall to 
the Co mmunists 
Nix o n's remarks were suppo sed to he o ff- 
the-reco rd and at first were attributed by the 
press to an ano ny mo us "high administratio n 
spo kesman ’’ But the secret so o n was o ut, and 
there was so much ho stile reactio n in Co ngress 
that Secretary o f State J o hn Fo ster Dulles three 
day s later assured the natio n that he tho ught 
it ‘ unlikely " that American bo y s wo uld be sent 
into co mbat in Indo -China. 
A co nference o n 
Indo -China o pened in 
Genev a o n April 26. and the British go v ernment 
the fo llo wing day anno unced it wo uld giv e the 
United States 
no 
assurance o f military aid 
against the Indo -Chinese Reds pending the "re­ 
sults o f Genev a." The French stro ngho ld at Dien 
Bien Phu fell to the Co mmunists o n May 7 , after 
a siege o f 55 day s, and o n J une 8 Dulles declared 
that the United States wo uld no t interv ene alo ne 
in Indo -China. 
Cease-fire agreements were 
signed at Genev a. J uly 21, fo llo wed by the par­ 
titio n o f Viet Nam and the "neutralizatio n" o f 
Lao s and Cambo dia. 
Like an o ld telev isio n mo v ie, the drama in 
So utheast Asia is being re-run in 19 61. President 
Kennedy has been circumspect in his public pro ­ 
no uncements o n the crisis there, and the news­ 
paper edito rs pro bably will hav e to be satisfied 
with a less dramatic statement o n So utheast 
Asia than they receiv ed fro m Nix o n in 19 54. The 
issue is much the same to day as then—o nly the 
American leaders who must make the hard 
decisio ns hav e changed.

The Republican Party 


At thii moment, the Republican Party is split into 
four factimis: 
1. There are those who stiil believe diat Richard 
Nixon can make a come-back in 19 6 4, provide he makes 
a lot of speeches between now and then: 
2, The Rockefeller machine is in hig h g ear opera­ 
tion. however. Nelson Rockefeller has to be re-elected 
Governor of New York State in 19 6 2. Tliis involves a 
very cwnplex political situation, because the Demo­ 
crats ID New York City are split over the question of 
the leadership of Carmine DeSapio, the Tammany boss, 
^ ould Mayor Wag ner be defeated in 19 6 1, Rockefeller 
will be safer in 1%2. Rockefeller, thus far. represents 
a New Deal liberalism, alien to the Republican Party. 
What will happen to his political posture should he 
face John Kennedy in 19 6 4. it is difficuH to say. Rocke­ 
feller may find no better excuse for running than that 
he ag rees with Kennedy but is more able—a boast that 
is always suspect: 
.1. Senato r Barry Go ldwater has built an eao r- 
mo us fo llo wlo g fo r himself, no t o nly amo ng Repub­ 
licans but amo ng no -party cmwerv ativ es. An ele­ 
ment o f this fo llo wiag might he called McCarthy ite. 
Go ldwater is the first Republican to hav e cracked 
the intellectual hard shell o f the univ ersities; no t 
ev en Ro bert A. Taft succeeded in do ing that. This 
geaeratiM o f y o ungsters knew no t Ro o sev elt and 
are no t influenced by the ex citement o f the 19 30s: 
4. There is a larg e element of older Republicans 
who have ceased to be partisans. They are Republicans 
because they are such, but they vote or do not vole 
depending ujxin whether the candidate is sig nificant. 
Such Republicans fell away from Nixon because of his 
television speeches: they dislike Rockefeller because 
he does not belong : they are not sure that they under­ 
stand Goldwater. In a word, they arc very uncertain 
as to w'hcrc to g o and many of them join crackpot 
org anizations as a demonstration of principle. 
It will take the Republican Party more lea^rship 
than it now possesses to amalg amate all these (tifferent 
factions into a strong political party. No Republican 
prog ram is presently possible. 
What does Senator 
Styles Bridg es have in common with .Senator Jacob 
Javits’ Bridg es moves within the marg ins of Repub­ 
lican tradition: Javits is an individualist who runs all 
over the map w ithout a compass. 
In a word, the Republican Party is now so split 
and riddled that it requires reorg anization not only in 
ideas but in personnel. The g reat advantag e of Robert 
A. Taft's leadership was that he manag ed to keep 
tog ether those who called themselves Republicans. 
There is no one like Taft among Republicans today. 
Perhaps the most surprising factor in this situation 
is the complete elimination of former President Eisen­ 
hower from even a semblance of leadership. He is not 
consulted by an appreciable element in the party. He 
exerts no influence upon any sig nificant following among 
Republicans. 
He has served as President for eig ht 
years and has left a small mark on the sands of time. 
Of him. it can be said that he kept us out of war but 
at what a price! By 19 6 4. Eisenhower is not likely to 
have the influence in the Republican Party that Herbert 
Hoover exercises now, nearly 
W years after he was 
defeated. 
The Republicans do no t hav e to o miich time. 
They are no w depending o n President Kennedy ’s 
failure in so lv ing the pro Mems o f unemplo y mcBt.

o f the v ahie ^ tte do llar, and in the co nduct ^ 
the fo reign po licy . But what If President Kennedy 
sho uld no t fail? Hav ing no pro gram ex cept ano ther 
man’s failure is like liv ing in a dead man’s sho es. 
A po liticnl party needs mo re than the negativ e 
attitude o f ho ping that the party ia po wer wOI 
fail. If the Republicans co uld build a cMserv ativ e 
pro gram fo r the co untry , a lo gical, a philMsgihic 
cMcept o f Amencaa life, it wo uld hav e v alue, hut 
a party witho ut belief, witho ut ideas, witho ut aspira­ 
tio ns ex cept to get J o bs fo r the po liticians, is no t 
go o d eno ugh. 
And there is so httie tirm left. Tbe United States 
needs two parties—a sing le party, long in power, is 
intolerable, an opposition party exists to oppose by 
proposing an altwnaUw jKt^ram . Have the Repub­ 
licans an alternative prog ram to what is slog anized as 
the New Frontier? 
During the last campaig n, the 
RepuWican Platform was an absurd document w4iich 
was not even supported by the candidates in teeir 
speeches. The party of Lincoln should have been able 
to do better than that.

WA.SHINGTON-Nikita Khrush­ 
chev is adamant, defiant and in­ 
flexible. He has no present inten­ 
tion of making an ag reement on 
disarmament or nuclear testing 
He IS convinced that the United 
States has no leverag e over him 
and. therefore, cannot make him 
chang e the rig id policie.s that now 
threaten the peace of the world. 
These impressicms are derived 
from a reading of the positive 
views of the Soviet Premier, as 
revealed in an interv iew obtained 
in Russia by Walter Lippmann 
and published this week.

Or, more spe- 
citically, why is the South Viet­ 
nam ’s President Ng o Dinh Diem 
in the g ravest difficulties, after 
bring ing to his people a solid in­ 
crease of pr« )spenty’ 
and 
well­ 
being , while the North Vietnamese 
Communist reg ime has been able 
to take the offensive in the boldest 
manner, althoug h its people live 
in the conditions of a bleak pris­ 
oner-of-war camp? 
The fashionable Western answer 
is that "We alway.s 
back 
the 
wrong g uys." In other words, if 
this answer is correct. President 
Diem is in trouble because he 
has failed to inaug urate an ideal 
parliam entary 
democracy ; 
be­ 
cause his chief advisor is his 
brother, Ng o 
Dinh 
Ntu, which 
leads to charg es of nepotism, and 
because, in sum, he is rem ark ­ 
ably unlike .Adlai Stevenson. 
But 
this 
fashiwiable 
answer 
merely reveals the ludicrous dou­ 
ble standard that 
now 
falsifies 
most Western judg ments of these 
problems. For why should Diem 
bf; called upon to pa.ss the kind 
of test which Ho Chi Minh so 
obviously does not pa.ss? 
11 is perfect twaddle, in any 
case, to talk about parliamentary 
democ’racy in a pt^asant country 
with the thinnest possible crust 
of educated men at the top. vs ho 
must, ot necessity, manag e all the 
country’s 
affairs. 
The 
French, 
who carefully forbade almost all 
advanced education except for 
irfiarmacists and physicians, did 
not exactly prepare South Viet­ 
nam for immediate parliamentary 
democracy. 
That does not mean that Presi­ 
dent Diem has made no mistakes. 
Undoubtedly, he has made many. 
Probably his big g est sing le mis­ 
take was to leave in place .so 
much of the machinery of public 
.security and provincial and vil­ 
lag e administration 
which 
the 
French left behind them. 
Thi.' was a hard mistake to 
avoid 
Some sort of machinery 
was needed to manag e the coun­ 
try, .Non-Communists who had re­ 
sisted the French, like President 
Diem himself, were very few and 
far between. The human mater­ 
ials for a reformed adm inistra­ 
tive machine were thus e.xtreme- 
ly scarce. But a more radical 
chang e oug ht to have tieen at­ 
tempted, if only lo avoid a seem­ 
ing continuation of the detested 
French administration. 
This mistake of President Diem’s, 
one must add is far more under­ 
standable than some of the fol- 
iie.s that were committed by the 
Americans here, such as the cre­ 
ation of a cumbersome, strictly 
conventional army in a country 
mainly threatened by g uerrilla at­ 
tack. One must add further that 
President Diem has been labor­ 
ing manlully to correct his own 
past errors. The impressive ef­ 
fort that the ex-Communist pro­ 
vince chief, Lt. Col. Thao, is mak- 


ing in Kien Hoa is a new depart­ 
ure personally sponsoriKi by Presi­ 
dent Diem and his brother, Ng o 
Dmh .Niu. It reflects their views 
aliout the rig ht way lo meet the 
g uerrilla attack. If they can find 
many other men to make the 
same sort of effort in many other 
provinces, the Commuiwit under- 
g iound assault on South Vietnam 
may be repelled in the end. 
But this business of dolefully 
denouncing President 
Diem 
for 
lieing undemw'iatic, while utter­ 
ly forg etting Ho Chi Minh’s dark, 
iron dictatorship, is only the first 
part of the accepted double stan­ 
dard The second and even more 
important part of the double stan­ 
dard is to be found in the rules 
of the g ame that are applied to 
Diem and to Ho Chi Minh. 
Ho (Tii Minh’s people live in 
a .slate of reg imented wretched­ 
ness To be sure, they are not 
being put throug h the same m eat 
g rinder as the miserable Chinese 
masses. The time for that will 
come if and when Ho g ets South 
Vietnam in his g rip. But all the 
evidence still sug g ests that the 
North Vietnamese 
m asses 
are 
just as hitler, disillusioned, and 
htistile to their Communist reg ime 
as are the mas.ses, say, in Pol­ 
and. 
North Vietnam, in other words, 
is a ripe targ et for precisely the 
kind of underg round assault now 
being made on South Vietnam <— 
if anyone had the g uts to take 
the risk of sponsoring and support­ 
ing this kind of assault. 
Instead, the 
Western 
leaders 
have come to accept the fact that 
these two g overnments — and 
many other g overnments which 
offer the same contrast — must 
play the g ame under quite differ­ 
ent sets of rules. Provided org an­ 
ized North Vietnamese divisions 
do not ero.ss the officially dem ar­ 
cated frontier, Ho Chi Minh is at 
liberty to take any other meas­ 
ures he pleases ag ain.st Ng o Dmh 
Diem, 
including 
sending 
men, 
arm s, 
propag anda 
m aterials, 
money, and every other necessity 
of a subversive movement into 
South Vietnam. He can do all 
this, 
furtheiTTiore, without fear 
of reprisal. 
But Diem can do none of these 
thing s. He is required, by the pe­ 
culiar but accepted rules of the 
g ame, to stand meekly on the 
(lefensive. He is expected to meet 
and contain a g uerrilla attack 
quite openly commanded and sus­ 
tained from North Vietnam with­ 
out attempting the smallest coun­ 
terpunch on North 
Vietnamese 
territory. Perhaps he will win on 
the defensive. One must pray that 
he will, for if he fails, a chain 
reaction of disasters will ensue in 
this part of the world, which will 
in turn produce chain reactions 
elsewhere. 
Yet it is very clear indeed that 
even if Diem wins this round here 
in South Vietnam, continued ac­ 
ceptance of the double standard 
will eventually be fatal to the 
West. You cannot permit an en­ 
emy unlimited freedom to hit you 
wherever he pleases, while rwver 
hitting back ymirself, without suf­ 
fering mortal damag e in the end. 
That is the ug ly thoug ht that must 
fill the mind of any reasonably 
thoug htful person who is saying 
farewell to this unhappy country 
at this time.

Rerun On Asian 
Trouble Spots 


President Kennedy's scheduled address to­ 
day to a Washington meeting of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors recalls an appear* 
anre of former Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
before the same group seven years ago when, 
as today, a crisis loomed in Southeast Asia Dur­ 
ing a question-and-answer session. April 16. 1954, 
Nixon told the editors that the United States 
would have to send troops into Indo-China if 
there were no other way to prevent its fall to 
the Communists. 
Nixon's remarks were supposed to be off- 
the-record and at first were attributed by the 
press to an anonymous “ high administration 
spokesman ” But the secret soon was out. and 
there was so much hostile reaction in Congress 
that Secretary of State John Foster Dulles three 
days later assured the nation that he thought 
it * unlikely” that American boys would be sent 
into combat in Indo-China. 
A conference on Indo-China opened in 
Geneva on April 26. and the British government 
the following day announced it would give the 
United States no assurance of military aid 
against the Indo-Chinese Reds pending the ‘ re­ 
sults of Geneva.” The French stronghold at Dien 
Bien Phu fell to the Communists on May 7, after 
a siege of 55 days, and on June 8 Dulles declared 
that the United States would not intervene alone 
in Indo-China. 
Cease-fire agreements were 
signed at Geneva. July 21. followed by the par­ 
tition of Viet Nam and the “ neutralization” of 
Laos and Cambodia 
Like an old television movie, the drama in 
Southeast Asia is being re run in 1961. President 
Kennedy has been circumspect in his public pro­ 
nouncements on the crisis there, and the news­ 
paper editors probably will have to be satisfied 
with a less dramatic statement on Southeast 
Asia than they received from Nixon in 1954, The 
issue is much the same today as then—only the 
American leaders who must make the hard 
decisions have changed.

Should Mayor Wagner he defeated in 1961, Rockefeller 
will he >afer in 1962. Rockefeller, thus far, represents 
a New Deal liberalism, alien to the Republican Party. 
What will happen to his political posture should he 
face John Kennedy in 1964. it is difficult to say. Rocke­ 
feller may find no belter excuse for running than that 
he agrees with Kennedy but is more able—a boast that 
is always suspect; 
3. .Senator Barr* Coldwater has built an enor­ 
mous following tor himself, not only among Repub­ 
licans but among no-party conservatives. 
An ele­ 
ment of this following might be called McCarthyite. 
Gold water is the first Republican to have cracked 
the intellectual hard shell of the universities; not 
even Robert A. Taft succeeded in doing that. This 
generation of youngsters knew not Roosevelt and 
are not influenced by the excitement of the 1930s 
4 
There is a large element of older Republicans 
who have ceased to he partisans. They are Republicans 
because they are such, but they vote or do not vote 
depending upon whether the candidate is significant. 
Such Republicans fell away from Nixon because of his 
television speeches; they dislike Rockefeller because 
he does not belong, they are not sure that they under­ 
stand Coldwater. 
In a word, they are very uncertain 
as to where to go and many of them join crackpot 
organizations as a demonstration of principle. 
It will take the Republican Party more leadership 
than it now possesses to amalgamate all these different 
factions into a strong political party. 
No Republican 
program is presently possible 
YVhat does .Senator 
Styles Bridges have in common with Senator Jacob 
Ja v its ’ 
Bridges moves within the margins of Repub­ 
lican tradition 
Javits is an individualist wPo runs all 
over the map without a compass. 
In a word. the Republican Party is now so split 
and riddled that it requires reorganization not only in 
ideas but in personnel. The great advantage of Robert

T afts leadership was that he managed to keep 
together those who called 
themselves 
Republicans. 
There is no one like Taft among Republicans today. 
Perhaps the most surprising factor in this situation 
is the complete elimination of former President Eisen­ 
hower from even a semblance of leadership 
He is not 
consulted by an appreciable element in the party. 
He 
everts no influence upon any significant following among 
Republicans. 
He has served as President for eight 
years and has left a small mark on the sands of time 
Of him. it can he said that he kept us out of war hut 
at what a price' 
Bv 1964. Eisenhower is not likely to 
have the influence in the Republican Party that Herbert 
Hoover exercises now 
nearly W years after he was 
defeated 
Thr Republicans do not have too much time 
They are now depending on President Kenned* 'n 
failure in solving the problems of unemployment. 
) 
of the value of th* dollar, and in the conduct of 
the foreign polk-*. But what if President Kennedy 
should not tail? Having no program except another 
man's failure is like living in a dead man s shoes. 
A political part* needs more than the negative 
attitude of hoping that the party in power trill 
fail. If the Republican* could build a conservative 
program for the country, a logical, a philosophic 
concept of American life, it would have value, hut 
a part* without belief, without ideas, without aspira­ 
tions except to get lobs for the politicians, is not

Khrushchev Views On Disarmament Revealed 


WASHINGTON—Nikita Khrush­ 
chev is adamant, defiant and in­ 
flexible He has no present inten­ 
tion of making an agreement on 
disarmament or nuclear testing 
He is convinced that the I mted 
States has no leverage over him 
and. therefore, cannot make him 
change the rigid policies that now 
threaten the peace of the world 
These impressions are derived 
from a reading of the positive 
views of the Soviet Premier, as 
revealed in an interview’ obtained 
in Russia by Walter Lippmann 
and published this week. 


Mr. Khrushchev is apparently 
relieved that what is called the 
“ Dulles 
Doctrine” 
— that 
the 
neutrality of small states is al­ 
legedly “ immoral'' — has been 
abandoned by the Lnited States. 
But further on the Soviet Premier 
declares rather inconsistently that 
he doesn't think there is really 
such a thing as “ neutrality” of 
individuals.

ported as saying that he would 
never accept a neutral to admin­ 
ister the proposed disarmament 
agreement, for hr wouldn't en­ 
trust the security of the Soviet 
I mon to anv foreigner Mr. Lipp 
man concludes that in Mr Khrush­ 
chev s view “ there tan he inter­ 
national cooperation only if. in the

The Double Standard 


By Joseph Alsop 


SAIGON 
Like it or not, the future of 
Southeast Asia almost certainly 
depends upon beleaguered South 
\ letnam. This country is now un­ 
der heavy Communist attack. The 
danger here will he vastly great­ 
er if Laos is permitted to fall un­ 
der effective Communist control. 
Maybe this is a poor time to tie 
asking general questions 
Yet what is happening here in­ 
sistently poses a rather urgent 
question. 
Why 
a ir 
pro-Wcsiern 
governments of this character so 
prone to trouble? Or. more '•pe­ 
ed ically. why is the South Viet­ 
nam * President \go Dinh Diem 
in the gravest difficulties, after 
bringing to his people a solid in­ 
crease of prosperity 
and 
well­ 
i n g , while the North Vietnamese 
Communist regime has been able 
to take the offensive in the boldest 
manner, although its people live 
in the conditions of a bleak pris­ 
oner-of-war camp? 
The fashionable YYestern answer 
is that “ We always 
hack 
the 
wrong guys.” In other words, if 
this answer is correct. President 
Diem is in trouble because he 
has failed to inaugurate an ideal 
parfilamentary 
demon acy ; 
he- 
cause his chiel 
advisor 
is his 
brother, Ngo 
Dinh 
Niu, which 
leads to charges of nepotism, and 
because, in sum. he is remark­ 
ably unlike Adiai Stevenson 
But 
this 
fashionable 
answer 
merely reveals the ludicrous dou­ 
ble standard that 
now 
falsifies 
most YYestern judgments of these 
problems. For why should Diem 
he called upon to pass the kind 
of test which Ho Chi Minh so 
obviously does not pass? 
JI is perfect twaddle, in any 
case, to talk about parliamentary 
democracy in a peasant country 
with the thinnest possible crust 
of educa'ed men at the top. who 
must, of necessity, manage all the 
country's 
affairs 
The 
French, 
who carefully forbade almost all 
advanced 
education 
except 
for 
pharmacists and physicians, did 
mrf exactly prepare South Y’iet- 
nam for immwiiate parliamentary 
democracy. 
That does not mean that Presi­ 
dent Diem has made no mistakes. 
Undoubtedly, he has made many. 
Probably his biggest single mis­ 
take was to leave in plait* so 
much ol the machine! y of public 
security and provincial and vil­ 
lage 
administration 
which 
the 
French left behind them 
This was a hard 
mistake to 
avoid 
.some sort of machinery 
was needed to manage the coun­ 
try 
Non-Communists who had re­ 
sisted the French, like President 
Diem himself were very few and 
far between. The human mater­ 
ials for a reformed administra­ 
tive machine were thus extreme­ 
ly scarce 
But a 
more radical 
change ought to have been at­ 
tempted. it only to avoid a seem­ 
ing continuation of the detested 
French administration. 
This mistake of President Diem s. 
one must add is tar more under­ 
standable than some of the fol­ 
lies that were committed by the 
Americans here such as the cre­ 
ation of a cumbersome, strictly 
conventional army in a country 
mainly threatened by guerrilla at­ 
tack One must add further that 
President Diem has been labor­ 
ing manfully to correct his own 
past errors 
The 
impressive ef­ 
fort that the ex-Communist pro­ 
vince chief, Lf. Col. Thao, is mak­ 


ing in Kien Hoa is a new depart­ 
ure personally sponsored by Presi­ 
dent Diem and his brother, Ngo 
Dinh Nm. It reflects their views 
alrout the* right way to meet the 
guerrilla attack, lf they can find 
many other men to make 
the 
same sort of effort in many other 
provinces, the Communist under* 
giound assault on South Vietnam 
may be repelled in the end 


But this business of dolefully 
denouncing President 
Diem 
for 
being undeinociafic. while utter­ 
ly forgetting Ho Chi Minh's dark, 
iron dictatorship, is only the first 
part ot the accepted double stan­ 
dard The* second and even more 
important part of the* double stan­ 
dard is to fie found in the rules 
of the game that are applied to 
Diem and to Ho Chi Minh, 


Ho Chi Minh s people live in 
a state of regimented wretched­ 
ness 
To he sure, they are not 
being put through the same meat 
grinder as the miserable Chinese 
masses. The time for that will 
come if and when Ho gets South 
Vietnam in his grip. But all the 
evidence still suggests that th** 
North Vietnamese 
masses 
are 
just as hitter, disillusioned, and 
hostile to their Communist regime 
as are the masses, say, in Pol­ 
and 


North Vietnam, in other words, 
is a ripe target for precisely the 
kind of underground assault now 
being made on South Vietnam •— 
if anyone had the guts to take 
the risk of sponsoring and support­ 
ing this kind of assault. 


Instead, the 
YYestern 
leaders 
have come to accept the fact that 
thesi* two 
governments 
— 
and 
many other governments which 
offer the same contrast — must 
play the game under quite differ­ 
ent set> of rules Provided organ­ 
ized North Vietnamese divisions 
do not cross the officially demar­ 
cated frontier, Ho Chi Minh is at 
liberty lo take any other meas­ 
ures he pleases against Ngo Dinh 
Diem 
including 
sending 
men, 
arms, 
propaganda 
materials, 
money, and every other necessity 
of a subversive movement into 
South Vietnam 
He can do all 
this, 
furthermore, 
without 
fear 
of reprisal. 


But Diem can do none of these 
things He is required, by the pe­ 
culiar but accepted rules of the 
game 
to stand meekly on the 
defensive He* is expected to meet 
and contain 
a 
guerrilla 
attack 
quite openly commanded and sus­ 
tained from North Vietnam with­ 
out attempting the .smallest coun­ 
terpunch 
on 
North 
Vietnamese 
territory. Perhaps he will win on 
the defensive. One must pray that 
he will, for if he fails, a chain 
reaction of disasters will ensue in 
this part of the world, which will 
in turn produce chain reactions 
elsewhere 
Yet it is very clear indeed that 
even if Diem wins this round here 
in South Vietnam, continued ac­ 
ceptance of the double standard 
will eventually he fatal to the 
YYest 
You cannot permit an en­ 
emy unlimited freedom to hit you 
whcrevet he pleases, while never 
hitting back yourself, without suf­ 
fering mortal damage in the end. 
That is the ugly thought that must 
fill the mind of any reasonably 
thuughttul person who is saying 
farewell to this unhappy country 
at this time.
